Of the Prince Elefor of Palatine. 


T HE Family of the Counts Palatine of the Rhine, and of the 
Dukes of Bavaria, are, as to Antiquity, equal to the belt 
of the Eleftors ; and it enjoys a vaſt Tratt of Land, which ex- 
tends from the As to the River AMoſeile, and two Dukedoms in 
the Borders of the Low Countries: It is divided into two Lines, 
the Rudolſian and William z, one of theſe is poſſeſſed of the 
Dukedom of Bavaria, (of whom we have diſcourſed) and has 
erer been thought very Rich, and in the laſt tedious Civil War 
it got alſo the Electoral Dignity from the Palatinate Family, 
and for almoſt an hundred years it has poſſeſsꝰd the Electorate 


of Cologne, (Prince Clement, who was lately choſea , being 
lizely

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to Denmark, and two or three to Sweden. 
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lizely ſtill to contiaue it in his Family, tho' powerfully oppog?d 
by the King of France) His Predeceſſor alſo — the Biſh- 
opricks of Leige and H:ldiſheim, The Rudo/fian Line is divided 
into many Branches, the Principal of which is the Eleftor Pa- 
latine, and it enjoys the Lower Palatihate on the Rhine; a Coun- 
try, which for its Strength, Pleaſantneſs and Fertilicy was equal 
to the belt parts of Germany, before the French with Fire and 
Sword barbarouſly laid it deſolate, not anly demoliſhing, but 
burning down to the Ground the greateſt part ot its Towns, 
Cities, Palaces and Churches. The Count Palatine of Newburg 
polleſs'd heretofore the Dukedoms of Juliers and Meats, and 
tome Dominioas on the Danube; and in the year 1685. Charles 
Lewis the laſt Elector dying without lijue, Philip Wikiam of 
Newburg ſucceeded in the Electorate, which in the year 1688. 
(being grown old, and oppreſſed by the French) he reſigned 
his Son John William the preſent EleQor, and Sepr.2:16go. 
Phulip William the Father died at Vienna,

nenburgh. 


H E moſt Renowned Family of the Dukes of Brunſwick and 


L Luneyburgh by the uganimous Suffrage Sof Writers, are 


ſaid 
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ſaid to be deſcended from an /ralian Race, vic. Aton Arteſtein, or 
of Eſte; He marrying the Daughter of Camigand HI. Duke 
of Carintia and Bavaria gave to his Race the Name of Gue//, a 
Name Celebrated by all Hiſtorians, 

Rudolph Auguſtus Duke of Brunſwick and Lunenburg h, is the 
preſent Head of this Family. His Fathers Name was Auguſtus, 
He was born the 16+ of May, 1627, At the time of his Fathers 
Death he took upon him the Government, and was Heir of his 
Fathers Piety and Juſtice, as well as to his Dukedom. He, in 
the year 1671. beſieged Branſwick, (that frequently ſtood out 
againſt their Governors, and boaſted inſolently of their Liber- 
ties and Priviledge?) and after a ſhort, but ſharp Siege, he re- 
duc'd them wholly to Obedience. By the Treaty of Nemignen, 
he got again the Juriſdittion of Tedinghauſen, which was taken 
away from the Dioceſs of Breme. He married Chriſtine Eliz.a- 
beth Daughter to Albert Frederick. Count of Barby and Mulingem, 
Nov. 10,1650. | 

The Dukes of Brunſwick and Lunenburgh are comprehended 
under the Circle of the Lower Saxony, and they have a right of 
Directory in it : They are alſo reckoned as Members of the 
Circle of Weſtphalia for the Counties Haja and Diephalt, as alſo 
that of Upper Saxony, for the Abbeſy of Walckguried. They have 
four Voices —— the Princes in the Aſſemblies of the Empire, 
for the four Principalities, into which the Dukedom of Brun/- 


wick and is diſtinguiſhed, viz, Wolfenburrel, Zell, Gra- 
lenhag, and Calenburg. He has — to Sit and Vote 
in the Synod of Prelates for the aforeſaid Abbaty of Walckeu- 


ried, which the preſent Duke is in poſſeſſion of, Finally, they 
have likewiſe three Voices in the Colledge of Counts for the 
three Counties of Blankenburg, Hoja and Diephalt.

HE Duke of Zell is another Branch of the Family of

and was ſucceeded by Auguſtus, Adminiſtrator of the Biſhoprick 
of Razenburg ;, he claimed the Principality of Calenbarg by He- 
ritage of Frederick, Ulrick, Duke of Brumſwick, which not with. 
ſanding he delivered to George (his Brothers conſenting to it) 
and not long after he died, and tranſmitted the Government 
to his Brother Frederick, he being Coadjutor of the Biſhoprick of 
Ratzenburg, and Head of the Chapter of Breme, got the Juriſ- 
diction of Harburg, and died, the ſame year that Peace was re- 
ſtored to Germany, after it had been waſted with a three years 
War.

-He Family of the moſt Illuſtrious Landgraves of Hie, 
IT Deſcended from the Marriage of Henry the Maguuai- 
mous Duke of Brabant and Sopina, Landgrave of Thuringe ; 
for he after the Death of his firit Wite, Afary Daughter of 
Philip Emperor of Suevio, with whom he had a Son, and Suc- 
ceſſor in the Dutchy of Brabant, Henry Surnamed the Meek, 
Married Sophia Daughter to Lewis, Landgrave of Tharinge; 
and the Heir Males of that Family Failing, he got the We- 
ſtern part of Thuringe, which comprehends Heſſe, the Eaſtern 
Part falling to Henry the Hluſtrious Marqueſs of Miſnia, who 
likewiſe laid claim to ir. This Henry whom they called In- 
fant of Heſſe, took upon him the Governmeat of the Pro- 
vince aſter his Mothers Deccaſe, and was firſt called Land- 

ve of Heſt. He built the Caſtle Caſt! , and freed Hef 

m Robbers. From whom is Deſcended 

Charles, the Lau Landgrave of Heſſe, Prince of Hirſch- 
feld, Count of Catimelibac, Diez, Zigenhain, Nidda, and 
Schaumburg, Lord in Eppſtein, Plefs, Itter ard Frankenſtein. 
He was born A«gu# the Third, 1654, and ſuccecded his 
Brother William in the Government, and in the Year 1673, 
Married Mary Amalis (who had been deſigned for his Bro- 
ther) Daughter to James Duke of Courtland, by whom he has 
had ſeveral Children. 

The Landgraves of Heſſe are comprehended under the 
Upper Circle of the Rhine, and have their Three Voices th 
Aſſemblies, in the Conſult of Princes, of which the Caf: 
have Two, one for the Principality of Caf, and the o- 
ther for Hirſchfeld; the Third belongeth to the Family of 
Dormſt adt: They likewiſe keep their Place (for the County 
Schaumberg) in the Colledge of the Counts of Saxony and 
Weſtphalia, in the Aſſemblies of the Empire, as alſo in the 
Diets of the Circle of Weſtphalia, 
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Of the DUKE of SAVOY. 


J/ 382 Ame , the Second of the Name, is the preſent 
Duke of Savoy, Prince of Piemont, Marqueſs of Se- 
luce: He was born Anno 1666 z He ſhewed in the tender- 
nefs of his Age, a Vital Judgment, which raiſed the Admi- 
ration of the whole Court, eſpecially the Forreign Miniſters, 
and is at preſent Maſter of The excellent Qualities of his 
Father, for which he has been much beholden to the great 
Care of his Mother Regent, who bei „ no- 
thing that ought to be known, took care of his Eſtates du- 
ring his Minority, and appointed him Perſons whom ſhe 
made choice of, for forming his Manners and - Conduct. The 
Dutcheſs laid dowa her , Arno Dom. 1680, into the 
Hands of her Son. This Prince gave her his Thanks for the 
care ſhe had taken of his and of his Eſtates, and 
pray'd her to continue to Aſſiſt him in the, Government. 1 
ſhall ſet down but part of his Coat of Arms, though very 
Excellent, and moſt Noble, becauſe his Succeſlion in extra- 
ordinary charged, they may be ſeen at large in any Italian 
Heraldry. 1 ſhall mention only, that the Dukes of Savoy 
bears the Silver Croſs for having relieved the Ifle of Rhodes, 
and Repeal'd the Turks, Amo 1315; and that for acknow- 
ledgment, the Knights gave them the Croſs with this Motto, 
FE RT, which ſignifies Fortiz#do ejus Rhodum tenuit, They al- 
ſo bear the Arms of the Kingdom of Cyprus; this Crown 
ives them the Title of Royal Highneſs, they are deſcended 
rom the Ancient Hovſe of Saxony; they were called in the 
firſt Place Ear of Aarinea ; then Earls of Savoy, till Emedee 
the Eighth, whom the Emperor Sigiſmond Created Duke, A- 
10 1416. 
The Houſe of Savoy has been acknowledged Sovereign for 
aboye S Ycars ; it has afforded many Empreſſes and 
Queens, 


Turin, 
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Turin, in the Plain of Piedmont, on the Bank of the Po, is 
the Capital City of the Dukes Territories, Caamberry, is of 


Savoy, and has a Parliament, The Court of this Prince is 


very Splendid; his Royal Highneſs holds it at Turin, where 
is uſvally a great Garriſon; the Dukes new Pallace is one 
of the fineſt of Italy ;, it is compoſed of Four Pavillions, 
with great Piles of Lodgings joyning to it; and in 2 2reat 
Court is ſeen Brazen Fi Charles Emanuel! the II. 
on a Horſe of Marble ted to the Life, The old Pa- 
lace fanck*d with Four great round Towers, Gvarded with a 
large Trench , and which faces a large wide ſpace, is em- 
belliſh'd with a large Gallery, filled with excellent Pictures, 
which repreſent the Chriſtian Princes, and the Genealogy of 
the Dukes of Savoy, The little Charriot with Six Horſes 
in their Harneſſes, all covered with precious Stones, is an Or- 
nament. 

The Dominions of this Prince may be Seventy Leagues 
in Length, and Forty in Breadth, and in ſome Parts above

Likewiſe the Count de Windizgats from the Emperor, 
and the Marqueſs de Caſtel Moncayo from the Kiaz ot

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It is not very clear how the Electoral princes came by 
the Right of EleCting the Emperor for Two Ages; vis 
from the Year 1250, to the Year 1500, it was a received 
Opinion, that Orho Ill, and Pope Gregory V, inſtituted the 
Seven Electors, but with this Difference, that ſome Authors 
aſcribe the principal ſhare in the Act to the Emperor, and 
others to the Pope, as each Man was affected to chem. O- 
nuphrins Panvinius was the firſt Man that oppoſed the Opinion 
in a Book, de Comitiis imperatoriis, of the Imperial Diets, which 
is ſince approved by all the witcſt of the German Nation; 
his beſt Argument agaiuſt it is, Becauſe this Ottoman or Gre- 
£orian Conltitution , was never yet d by any M 
and no Man has mentioned it from the times of Frederick II, 
to thoſe of Ortho II, which contains 240 Years : For the firſt 
that mentions the Electors, was one Marlyn a Polonian, who 
lived under this Frederick, and therefore his Teſtimony was 
juſtly liable to exception, ſeeing it was not ſupported by any 
better, in an Affair which happened ſo long before his own 
Times. And yet after all, he doth not mention any ſuch 
Conſtitution ; nor doth he ſay the Election began in the 


time of that Orho , but that after his times, the Officers of 


the Empire began to Eleft; which is capable of a double 
Sence, either becauſe they were then poſſeſſed of large 
Dominions, who before had the principal Offices in the 
Court, or becanſe thoſe Offices were then firſt Collated for 
ever on princes that had very great Dominions z who, tho 
perhaps they had 2 Signal Authority, as the moit Eminent Men 
above all others; yet that the Election belonged to other 
Princes beũdes the Seven Electors, can be denied by no Man 
who is not very ignorant of the German Antiquities, Others 
have aſcribed the appointing the Seven Electors to Fred. I, but 
then there is no Record of any Law to that purpoſe any where 
to be found; nor is it probable, that the reſt of the Princes fo 
early and ſo eaſily parted with their Right of Electing. The cur- 
rent Opinion of the moſt skilful in the German Aﬀtairs is, that 
be for the times of Fred. ll, thoſe Seven Princes as the great Otfi- 
cers of the Empire, and Perſons that had great Eſtates, began by 


degrees to overtop the reſt, and to have the greatelt Authorit7 
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the Eleftion of the Emperors ; but after the times of this Frederick 
the German Affairs being wonderfully diſordered, whilſt the reſt took 
little or no cate of the Publick; theſe ſeven aſſumed it wholly tothem- 
ſelves. This, aſter it was confirmed into a Caſtom by- fome repeat- 
ed Acts, was at laſt paſſed into a Law, by the Solemn and Publick 
SanRion of the Golden Bull, in which the whole Form of the Election, 
and all the Power of the Elefors, is contained ; and from thence for- 
ward thoſe Princes added to their former Titles that of Eleffors, and 
were ever after eſteemed as perſons ſet in a higher Station and Dig- 
nity than the reſt. 


Thus, though at firſt theſe Princes ſeem to have aſſumed the Pow. 
er of Elefting the Emperor, as they were the great Officers of the Em. 
pire; yet afterwards, by the Law call'd the Golden Bull, thoſe very Of- 
ficers, as well as the Eledoral Dignity, are annexed to certain Domi- 
nions; ſo that whoever is legall eſſed of them, is thereby made 
one of the Eleftors; the El. al Eletori in the mean time arc 
made by EleQion or Collation, as the other Biſhops of Germany are; 
where it is to be obſerved, that though theſe Biſhops, to enable them 
to perform the other Functions belonging to their Office, ſtand in 
need of the Pope's Confirmation, and the Pall, which they muſt not 
7 atis.;, yet they are admitted without them to the Election 
of the Emperor, becauſe thele ſecular Dignities paſs without the Cha- 
raſter; But then, when the See is vacant, the Chapter his no right 
to meddle with the Election. In the Secular or Temporal Electors the 
Succeſſion paſſeth in a Lineal Paternal Deſcent, ſo that neither the 
EleQoral Dignity, nor the Lands united to it, admit of any Diviſion, 
But if a new Elector is to be made, or for ſome Offence any one iv 
to be deprived of that Dignity, it is, without doubt, agreeable to 
the other Laws and Cuſtoms of the Empire; for the Emperor, not 
to diſpoſe of the faid Dignity, without the conſent of the other 
States, or at leaſt not without that of the Electors; though it is not 
to be denied, the laſt age ſaw an Example to the contrary, 
which, however two of the Electors proteſted, the Emperor ing 
their Words, becauſe he ſaw his Aras proſper : Yet this Prince 
wit cnough to beſtow the ity on one of the ſame Line and Fa- 
mily, which tended very much to the abating the Envy of the Fact, 
and divided two moſt Potent Families, by raiſing an endleſs Emulati- 
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on between them, and mace that Party that was obliged by the Grant, 
obnoxious to the Imperiel Family for the preſervation of it. If an 
of the Eletors happen to be a Minor, their Guardians ſupply theſe 
place, and the Minority ccalcth when the Prince is Eightcen years 
of Age. 


The manner of the Election is thus: The Elector of A, with. 
in one month aſter he knows of the Death of the Emperor, ſignifies it 
to bis Colleagues, and calls them to the Election that is to be 
made, who meet in perſon, or by their Proxies, When they enter 
Franck ford, each of them is allowed Two hundred -Horſemen, and no 


-more; but this thing at this day is not nicely obſerved. Whuiſt 


the Election is making, all Strangers are commanded to depart. They 
begin the Eleddion in the Chancel of the Church of St. Bartholomew, 
with the Ceremony of the Maſs, then they come to the Altar, and 
each of them ſweareth, that he will chuſe a fit Perſon to be Emper- 
or, The Biſhop of Ang, as Dean of the Colledge, gathereth thei 
Votes (ax, beſore-mentioned.) The Majority of Votes is as good as 
the whole ; but then, whereas there is now eight, it was never yet 
— what ſhould be done, in caſe the Votes ſhould hap- 
pen to be cqually divided None of che Electors is excluded from 
the Right of Nominating himſelf. When the Election is made, it is 
recorded in Writing, and confirmed wich the Seals of the ElcRors 
then they altogether go to the Altar, and the FHctor of AN a- 
ſembles the People, and declareth to them the Name of the new e- 
Jeacd Emperor, out of the Writing: After this, the Empire is com- 
mitted to him upon certain Conditions, but ſo, chat he * forthwith 
bound to confirm to all and every one of the E'eRors, all thcir Rights 
and Privile/ges. By the Golden Bull, Aix la Chppeile is np pointed 
for the City, where he is to be Crowned ; though for the mod part, 
ever ſince, the Coronation is performed in the ſate place where the 
Election is made; and becauſe that City is in the Diocels of Cologne, 
that Ceremony has been commonly per;ormed by the Ele gor of Co- 
— The reſt of the Ceremonies may be eaſily found in the German 
riters.
